1. POLICY

At the close of each fiscal year, NASA shall submt the Certification of
ol igations Report to the President and the Secretary of the Treasury
regardi ng unliquidated obligations, unobligated bal ances, cancel ed

bal ances, and adjustnents made to appropriation accounts during the
conpl eted fiscal year.

The Report shall contain the information required by 31 U S.C. 1554(b)(2),

including the certification required by 31 U S.C. 1554(b)(2)(E) regarding
proper obligations and expenditures.

2. APPLICABILITY

This directive is applicable to NASA Headquarters and NASA Centers,
i ncl udi ng Conmponent Facilities.

3. AUTHORITY

a. 42 U S.C. 2473(c)(1), Section 203(c)(1l) of the National Aeronautics and
Space Act of 1958, as anended.

5. RESPONSIBILITY

a. The Chief Financial Oficer (CFO (or the Deputy CFO or the Director,

Fi nanci al Managenent Division, if del egated such authority by the CFO
shall subnmit the Certification of Obligations Report to the President and
the Secretary of the Treasury. The CFO (or the Deputy CFO or the Director,
Fi nanci al Managenent Division, if delegated such authority by the CFO
shall make the certification required by 31 U S.C. 1554(b)(2)(E) that is to
be included in the Report.



b. The Director, Financial Mnagenent Division, shall ensure that feedback
is provided through official channels to keep the Administrator fully and
currently informed of significant actions, problens, or other matters of
substance related to the exercise of the authority del egated.

6. DELEGATION OF AUTHORITY

The CFO is del egated the authority under 31 U . S.C 1554(b)(1) to submit the
annual Certification of Obligations Report to the President and the
Secretary of the Treasury.

The CFO is al so del egated the authority under 31 U.S.C. 1554(b)(2)(E) to
certify that the obligated balances in each appropriation account of the
agency reflect proper existing obligations and that expenditures fromthe
accounts since the preceding review were supported by proper obligations of
funds.

The CFO may further del egate these authorities to the Deputy CFO or the
Director, Financial Managenment Division.
